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‘The Prime Minister’ Dramatic Story 
Of Disraeli Due Friday At Strand 


“Sweetest love story ever 
told.” That is the best charac- 
terization for the romance be- 
tween Benjamin Disraeli and 
his wife, hero and heroine of the 
new Warner Bros. picture, “The 
Prime Minister,” which will 
start its local run at the Strand 
Theatre this Friday. 

Played in the film by Eng- 
land’s foremost actor, John Giel- 
gud, Disraeli’s career is traced 
from his youth to old age. His 
wife is played by Diana Wyn- 
yard. 

Disraeli first came to public 
attention as a novelist. His books 
were enormously popular with 
the fashionable smart set and 
young Disraeli, who didn’t quite 
belong, dressed to out-do High 
Society. He was the perfect 
dandy, loved flashy clothes and 
insisted on making a sensation 
everywhere he went. 

At a very fashionable party 
he first met Mrs. Mary Anne 
Wyndham Lewis, the lady who 
one day was to be his wife. 

Some years later, after Dis- 
raeli had already embarked on 
the career in which he was to be 
immortal, Mary Anne and Dis- 
raeli began their long and hap- 
py wedded life. 

One of the most devoted of 
wives, Mrs. Disraeli invariably 
accompanied her husband when 
he drove to the House of Com- 
mons, whatever the time of day. 
She rarely went to the Gallery 
to hear him speak, but could tell 
from his mood when he returned 
home whether or not he had been 
successful. 

Many times during his career 
Disraeli thought to give up poli- 
tics. Harrassed by disappoint- 
ments, by friends who didn’t 
quite trust him, Disraeli was

anxious to retire. After he had 
succeeded in breaking the rule 
of Melbourne, a political oppo- 
nent, he was not given an ex- 
pected seat in the cabinet be- 
cause he was deemed too “un- 
safe.” Mrs. Disraeli alone con- 
stantly believed in him and kept 
his faith in himself alive. 
During the last years of her 
life, almost at the height of her 
husband’s political career, Mrs. 
Disraeli was very ill and in spite 
of her serious condition succeed- 
ed in hiding the state of her 
health from her husband. She 
was afraid worry about her 
might detract from Disraeli’s 
political energies.

NEW FILM COMBINES 
HISTORY AND LOVE 


English historical movies have 
an intriguing habit of lifting 
the veil on the love lives of the 
nation’s famed rulers and states- 
men. 

“The Private Life of Henry 
VIII,” for example, gave a col- 
orful picture of England in the 
days of the Tudors, but more 
primarily it was the account of 
a royal Romeo’s_ spectacular 
amours.

John Gielgud as Disraeli

A Disraeli new to American 
movie-goers makes his debut in 
Warner Bros.’ “The Prime Min- 
ister,” opening Friday at the 
Strand Theatre.

John Gielgud, among theatre 
folk, is generally acknowledged 
to be one of the world’s great 
actors. 

John Gielgud admits to being 
“stage-struck” all his life. When 


he was a child he haunted the 
theatres where Duse, Bernhardt 
and Aunt Ellen were playing. 


He got his start as a “super,” 
which is the stage word for “ex- 
tra,” in a provincial road com- 
pany. Then he went to London’s 
famed Old Vic, where so many 
of the theatrical great of Eng- 
land get their start, and played 
some minor roles. 


His big chance for fame he 
owes to Noel Coward. “The 
Vortex” was then engaging Mr. 
Coward’s wandering attention. 
It was a play he had written 
and was starring in. When the 
run became too tedious, Noel 
stepped out and gave Gielgud 
his part of Nicky Lancaster. 
Gielgud was an instant success. 

A few seasons ago the Giel- 
gud “Hamlet” broke all existing 
American records for length of 
run. John Barrymore had taken 
the record from Edwin Booth 
with 102 performances, but when 
John Gielgud finally hung up 
the black cape of the Melancholy 
Dane he had performed the role 
135 times. 

Since 1937, Gielgud’s schedule 
has been pretty typical for him 
—that is to say, comprehensive, 


taxing and versatile.

Two of the greatest owed their 
position and eminence almost 
solely to their wives. Benjamin 
Disraeli, as shown in the new 
Warner Bros. British-made pic- 
ture, “The Prime Minister,” 
might have been nothing more 
than a fop of a popular novelist 
if it had not been for Mary 
Anne. “The Prime Minister” has 
its local debut at the Strand 
Theatre Friday. 

Mary Anne was the beautiful 
and sprightly Mrs. Wyndham 
Lewis, a widow who owned a 
seat in Parliament as part of 
her legacy.

The first thing she did was hand 
him the seat in Parliament and 
from then on she scolded, cajoled 
and petted her genius husband 
into being one of the greatest 
prime ministers the Empire ever 
had. 

The greater part of “The 
Prime Minister” is their love 
story, with John Gielgud as Dis- 
raeli and Diana Wynyard as 
Mary Anne. 

Lady Julia Peel was also a 
beauty and was won after a 
spectacular love affair.

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having won such a wife that he 
retired from public life for three 
years after his marriage to bask 
in her smiles. 

He was killed by a fall from 
a horse, but as he was dying he 
dragged himself to his feet and 
walked into the house to meet 
his wife, hoping that he could 
pretend for her sake that he 
was not hurt. 

In the instance of Disraeli and 
his lady, the end was the other 
way around. Mary Anne was 
old and ill but her “Dizzy” never 
knew that she suffered. His job 
was to serve Victoria and the 
Empire, to prevent Bismarck 
from gobbling up the small 
countries. Mary Anne to the end 
of her strength pampered and 
petted her home-made Prime 
Minister and thrust him forward 
to finish his great career. 

The love story that the world 
admired at that time was that 
of Victoria and Albert, Queen 
and Consort. It was a pretty 
story, but the most important 
affair was going on, of all 
places, at No. 10 Downing 
Street, London. 


PRIME MINISTER 
DUE AT STRAND 


One of the most expensive 
speeches ever made highlights 
“The Prime Minister,” a Warner 
Bros. motion picture just com- 
pleted in the company’s English 
studio at Teddington, which will 
open Friday at the Strand 
Theatre. 

It is a dramatic plea of less 
than 500 words. For reading’ it 
in the picture Will Fyffe, noted 
Scots actor, received 500 English 
pounds, approximately $2,500 
American on pre-war exchange. 

Fyffe, known in the United 
States for his memorable part in 
Frank Lloyd’s “Ruler of the 
Seas,” turned the money over 
immediately to a British war 
charity. 

“The Prime Minister” is a 
comprehensive dramatic screen 
biography of Benjamin Disraeli, 
rated by many historians as the 
greatest statesman England ever 
had. This role is played in the 
production by John Gielgud, 
Shakespearean actor known 
equally well on both sides of the 
Atlantic. 

Diana Wynyard, long a resi- 
dent of Hollywood, plays Mary 
Anne Disraeli, whose lifetime 
with the prime minister gave 
England one of its most poig- 
nant love stories.

Diana Wynyard Is Back 
On U.S. Screen At Strand 


Diana Wynyard is remem- 
bered by American movie-goers 
for a series of Hollywood pic- 
tures which are among the high- 
points of film making. She 
starred in the unforgettable 
“Cavalcade.” She also made 
“Reunion in Vienna” with John 
Barrymore and a number of 
other players. 

Her current picture, Warner 
Bros.’ “The Prime Minister,” in 
which she co-stars with John 
Gielgud, marks her return to 
the cameras after a long ab- 
sence. The film is now playing 
at the Strand Theatre. 

Miss Wynyard was born in 
London in 1906 and was chris- 
tened Dorothy Cox. Her father 
was a business man, but the girl 
was so stage struck that he con- 
sented to her going on the stage. 

Her childhood was happy and 
carefree, except for the period 
in World War I when the family 
lived near the Woolwich Arsenal 
and were subjected to nightly 
air-raids. 

She got her schooling in pri- 
vate schools but always awaited 
the day when she could free her- 
self of childhood’s responsibili- 
ties to worrying parents and go 
on the stage. This she finally 
did in 1925, as one of many 
guests in a big scene of a play 
called “The Grand Duchess” in 
London. 

Following this she got her 
chance to tour the provinces with 
a stock company and was able 
to play forty different roles. The 
next season she got a job with 
Marie Lohr, one of England’s 
premier actresses, and_ she 
played ingenue parts for a year. 
After that came a turn with the 
Liverpool Repertory Company. 

This sort of thing—touring in 
the provinces or playing in some 
outlying city—could have gone 
on indefinitely. But Diana want- 
ed to play London. She gritted 
her teeth, turned down her usual 
number of hinterland bids and 
kept after the London producers 
until she got a job. The play was 
a success, and more followed un- 
til Miss Wynyard became es- 
tablished as one of England’s 
top stars. 

In 19382 Diana Wynyard 
hearkened to the constant calls 
of New York managers and 
headed for Broadway with “The 
Devil Passes,” her first London 
success. 

There, during the play’s run, 
she was spied by the Hollywood 
scouts and signed to a contract 
which began her Hollywood 
career. Her first picture was 


the celebrated ‘Cavalcade.”’ 

When she returned to Eng- 
land she played, most notably, 
the title role in Bernard Shaw’s 
“Candida” and had the signal 
honor of playing the same part 
at the Theatre de Champs- 
Elysees in Paris in June, 1937, 
representing the British Theatre 
at the Paris Exposition. 

In “The Prime Minister,” Miss 
Wynyard plays Mrs. Disraeli, 
wife of the famous Victorian 
statesman. It is a role that 
would appeal to any actress. In 
the opening scenes Mrs. Disraeli 
is seen as a young, attractive 
and modish matron. She is not 
yet married to the young Dis- 
raeli but is an admirer of his 
successful novels. It is she who 
urges him to give up writing 
for a life in politics. The picture 
follows Mrs. Disraeli’s career to 
her death. 

Miss Wynyard is five feet six 
and weighs about 120 pounds. 
Her hair is brown with golden 
highlights and her eyes are 
grey-blue. 

Her hobbies are reading and 
gardening, and before the war 
she was fond of horseback rid- 
ing in the parks of London. She 
likes change and activity. Her 
chief “peeve” is monotony.

‘The Prime Minister’ Makes 


Stirring, Momentous Drama 
John Gielgud and DianaWynyard Give 


Magnificent Performances at Strand 


(Review) 


One of the finest characteri- 
zations ever done for the screen 
is John Gielgud’s portrayal of 
the great British statesman, 
Benjamin Disraeli, in Warner 
Bros.’ “The Prime Minister,” 
which had its initial showing at 
the Strand Theatre last night. 
The film traces Disraeli’s life 
from his youth to his old age. 
His triumphs and defeats, his 
courtship and married life are 
told with deep understanding in 
this dramatic film biography. 

Gielgud, whose “ Hamlet” 
broke all records in New York, 
a few seasons ago, shows that 
his talents are not limited to the 
legitimate theatre. The proof of 
this is, that while one is watch- 
ing his performance as Disraeli, 
one forgets that he is seeing a 
role enacted but that he is ac- 
tually witnessing some of the 
many exciting incidents in Dis- 
raeli’s career. 

Diana Wynyard, grand Eng- 
lish actress, best known for her 
roles in “Cavalade” and “Re- 
union In Vienna,” plays the part 
of Mrs. Disraeli with much con- 
viction. It is through her por- 
trayal that we see the import- 
ant part Disraeli’s wife played 
in making his career the success 
it was. She taught him to stand 
by his convictions—to defy his 
enemies and rivals, both in polit- 
ical and private life — she 
wouldn’t permit him to become 
tired or discouraged—and she 


made him swear that he would 
never retire from political life 
until he had accomplished every- 
thing he set out to do. 

Many of the highlights of Dis- 
raeli’s spectacular life are shown 
in “The Prime Minister,” but 
one that will be particularly 
significant to all film-goers, 
shows how Disraeli diplomatical- 
ly out-maneuvered the Prussian 
dictator, Bismarck. By showing 
the might of Great Britain at a 
most opportune time, Disraeli 
forced Bismark to make a con- 
cession which saved the Empire 
and prevented a bloody conflict. 

Besides the impressive leading 
cast, the film has a talented ar- 
ray of supporting players, all of 
whom give very realistic per- 
formances. There’s William 
Fyffe, who never fails to give 
a fine portrayal, as a political 
agitator—Owen Nares as Lord 
Derby—and Fay Compton, in the 
role of Queen Victoria, who per- 
haps more than anyone else ap- 
preciated Disraeli’s great con- 
tribution to the history of the 
British Empire. 

“The Prime Minister” was 
produced in Teddington, Eng- 
land, under the very capable di- 
rection of Thorold Dickinson, 
who handled the film in the fine 
manner its magnificent story 
called for. Michael Hogan and 
Brock Williams, who wrote the 
screen play, did an enviable job 
in turning out a splendid script. 


Bard’s Drama Still Best 
Training for Film Stars 


Best training ground for a 
career in the movies today is 
still the Shakespearean drama. 

You don’t have to take the 
word of any so-called authority 
for this, either. Just take a 
look at the rosters of the vari- 


ous studios, including both 
ranking stars and_ contract 
players. 


Latest of the great Shake- 
speareans to win screen star- 
dom is John Gielgud, already 
recognized as one of the great- 
est of all the interpreters of 
the supreme playwright and 
hailed as perhaps the greatest 
of all Hamlets. Gielgud makes 
his screen debut in “The Prime 
Minister,” a Warner Bros. pic- 
ture filmed in war-time Eng- 
land, in which he portrays Dis- 
raeli. The picture is currently 
showing at the Strand. 

Also in the cast of “The 
Prime Minister” are two others 
once eminent as Shakespearean 
performers, Fay Compton, who 
portrays Queen Victoria, and 
Owen Nares, who has the part 
of the Earl of Derby. 

But you’ll find alumni of the 
school of Shakespeare in places 
you’d never expect, with a lit- 
tle research. For instance, you 
wouldn’t suspect Wayne Morris, 
would you? Yet Morris made 
his debut at the Pasadena Com- 
munity Playhouse in Henry V. 
A Shakespeare play was also 
the debut vehicle of Ronald Rea- 
gan, who has just been awarded 
a top role in “Kings Row,” one 
of the year’s most important 
productions. Reagan’s first per- 
formance on any stage was as 
Petruchio in a collegiate pres- 
entation of “The Taming of 
the Shrew.” 

Mickey Rooney won his first 
real fame in a Shakespearean 
role. Incredible as it seems, 
Mickey caught Hollywood’s eye 


with his portrayal of Puck in 
Max  Reinhardt’s Hollywood 
Bowl production of “A Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream” and 
jumped to stardom in the same 
role in the Warner Bros. film. 

As long ago as December 23, 
1925, Laurence Oliver’s name 
appeared on a playbill of the 
Empire Theatre in London as 
“First Serving Man” in “Henry 
VIII,” and he subsequently ap- 
peared as Malcolm in ‘“Mac- 
beth.” And Vivien Leigh, like 
Mickey Rooney, made her stage 
debut as Puck.

John Gielgud Is Disraeli 
To the Life in New Film 


That the boys and girls of 
today may grow up with the 
impression that certain great 
men and women of history were 
the identical twins of prominent 
Hollywood motion picture stars 
is not at all improbable. 

This was the rather interest- 
ing theory advanced by John 
Gielgud, famed alike in the 
United States and England as 
a magnificent Shakespearean 
actor, while he was preparing 
for his latest screen role—that 
of England’s most colorful prime 
minister, Benjamin Disraeli, in 
the Warner Bros. picture “The 
Prime Minister,” produced in 
war-time England at the Ted- 
ington studio, and now playing 
at the Strand Theatre. 

“T imagine people think that 
Thomas A. Edison looked like 
Spencer Tracy, and that J. E. B. 
Stuart looked like Errol Flynn 
in ‘Santa Fe Trail’,” said Giel- 
gud. 

“For this reason I spent 
weeks working out my many 
and changing Disraeli makeups, 
for our picture carries him 
through from a young and bril- 
liant writer to his advanced 


years as one of the greatest 
statesmen England ever had.” 

Admirers of Disraeli, princi- 
pally historians, have agreed 
that Gielgud achieves absolute 
realism not only in physical re- 
semblance but in speech and 
mannerism, he is Disraeli to the 
life. 

“The Prime Minister” is one 
of the most ambitious pictures 
ever made in England, which 
fact takes on added significance 
with an appreciation of the cir- 
cumstances under which it was 
made. 

Many of the workers at the 
Teddington studio, not far from 
London and in an area constant- 
ly the target of enemy air raid- 
ers, slept right on the job night 
after night from the time the 
picture started until it was fin- 
ished. 

Gielgud, Diana Wynyard, Will 
Fyffe, and every member of the 
cast of more than 200 English 
actors and actresses, gave more 
than freely of their time while 
the picture was being filmed to 
offer evening entertainment to 
soldiers and sailors in various 
camps near the studio. 


Will Fyffe, Theatre’s Own! 


It is not often that a full- 
fledged star, commanding top 
money in salary, will consent 
to play a “bit” in any picture. 

But in “The Prime Minister,” 
made at Warner Bros. British 
studios, Will Fyffe has a role 
that is something less than one 
minute in duration, and yet it 
was a part that the famous 
Scottish character actor was 
anxious to do. 

The answer is probably that 
to someone born in the theatre 
any good part, no matter how 
brief, is withal a good part 
and cannot be turned down. 

If anyone was born in the 
theatre, it was 56 year old Will! 
Fyffe. He is a Dundee Scot, son 
of a father who had a touring 
stock company. playing one- 
night stands throughout the 
British Isles. Will has played in 
stock, in drama, pierrots, the 
circus, vaudeville, radio, musi- 
cal comedy and films. Up to 
about 50 he was known as one 
of those hoot-men stage “Scotch- 
men,’ who always wind up 
their turns with “Annie Laurie” 
and the like. Not that Will Fyffe 
was an ordinary vaudevillean. 
But the crooked stick and kilts 


were his garb and at fifty you 
wouldn’t expect him to change 
character completely. But he 
took a part in an English pic- 
ture, released in this country as 
“To the Victor,” playing an 
or’nery, hard-drinking, conniv- 
ing Scottish shepherd and the 
plaudits for the performance 
were heard in two continents. 
Frank Lloyd brought him to 
Hollywood to star in “Ruler of 
the Seas” with Douglas Fair- 
banks, Jr. Will Fyffe had be- 
come established as a_ great 
character actor. 

“The Prime Minister” marks 
the twentieth picture that Will 
Fyffe has made. 

At the moment Fyffe, too, is 
doing his professional bit to- 
ward helping keep up the mo- 
rale of the Britsh armed forces, 
by making tours of the army 
camps, putting on his old kilts 
and tam o’ shanter and giving 
out with his endless collection 
of stories and high comedy 
sketches. 

Sometimes, of a quiet night, 
there are ardent Fyffe fans 
who say the laughter and ap- 
plause can be heard clear across 
the Atlantic.

Believe it or not, until War- 
ner Bros.’ new picture, “The 
Prime Minster,” with John 
Gielgud and Diana Wynyard 
was made, there had never been 
a biography of Disraeli on the 
screen.

Diana Wynyard 
second bit in a mob scene. 
Pretty impossible, is it? 
Well, it’s happened. And the 
reason—war, which drowns all 


personal vanity and _ causes 
everybody to work only for the 
common good. 

The picture in which the im- 
possible has happened is the 
Strand’s new film called “The 
Prime Minister” and it was 
made in England by Warner 
Bros. Filmed during a crucial 
period of Britain’s history, when 
motion picture production was 
almost at a standstill, English 
actors were anxious to appear 
in the production in any part 
to show that nothing could halt 
them. 

Thus, star John Gielgud, one 
of the great Shakespearean ac- 
tor of all time, atempted a part 
that another actor had already 
made world-famous. The story 
of “The Prime Minister” is new, 
but the part of Disraeli must 
have seemed pretty terrifying 
to Gielgud after George Arliss’s 
success with it. But because 
“The Prime Minister” had so 
much to say, Gielgud was will- 
ing to re-create the famous 
“Dizzy,” who purchased the 
Suez Canal and the naval base 
at Cyprus, both of which figure 
so much in the news these days. 

The other star, Diana Wyn- 
yard, came out of retirement to 
play Mrs. Disraeli. 

American fans remember 
Diana Wynyard in a number of 
super-specials made in Holly- 
wood some years back. There 


was the unforgettable “Caval- 
cade,” in which Miss Wynyard 
shared acting honors with Clive 
Brook. And lots of people still 
recall the riotous fun she had 
with John Barrymore in a pic- 
ture called “Reunion in Vienna.” 
Having tasted enough of the 
fruits of success, Diana Wyn- 
yard went back to England and 
retirement. Only the war emer- 
gency caused her to change her 
plans and return to picture 
making. 

So much for the two top stars. 
In “The Prime Minister” the 
rest of the cast, to an English- 
man, is of similar stellar calibre. 

Owen Nares, for example, 
who plays Lord Derby, Disraeli’s 
Foreign Minister, is known as 
the Fredric March of England. 
Ordinarily, he would never play 
a small supporting role. Simil- 
arly Fay Compton, who has a 
few scenes as Queen Victoria, 
is a star in her own right, and 
might be expected to demand 
top billing. 

The American counterparts 
of actors Stephen Murray and 
Frederick Leister would be Wal- 
lace Beery and Edward G. Rob- 
inson, both of whom rate as 
full-fledged stars. Yet in “The 
Prime Minister’ Murray and 
Leister are content to play the 
subordinate roles of _ political 
adversaries of the brilliant Dis- 
raeli. 

But the most astonishing bit 
of “The Prime Minister,” a new- 
time record for an actor hid- 
ing his light under a bushel, be- 
longs to Scottish star Will Fyffe. 
Will was a star in the English 
film “To the Victor” and was 
brought to Hollywood for Ameri- 
ean star-rating with Douglas 
Fairbanks, Jr., in “Rulers of 
the Sea.” 

Ordinarily, to approach such 
a two-country star for a part 
in a picture, he has to be shown 
that his role is “big,” “impor- 
tant,” and not “beneath” him 
in time and story importance. 

In “The Prime Minister” Will 
Fyffe does a bit exactly fifty 
seconds long. He is a soap-box 
speaker in a mob scene in Hyde 
Park. The camera catches him 
in a sequence devoted to show-

ing the unrest in England when 
Disraeli takes office. The scene 
is not even particularly impor- 
tant and yet Will Fyffe fought 
to do it. Why? “Man, I canna 
say,” the Scottish star told an 
interviewer, “except it’s a 
gr-rand speech and what I say 
is verra, verra important.” 

Give credit to a _ national 
emergency for making a great 
all-star show. 


FILM HAS PARALLEL 
BETWEEN DISRACLIS 
TIMES AND OUR OWN 


Though the action of “The 
Minister” now at the Strand 
Theatre takes place a couple of 
generations ago, the actors had 
little or no trouble fitting their 
roles to modern situations. 

In Disraeli’s time, too, strong 
men were playing with the Bal- 
kan tinderbox and England’s 
empire was threatened by ap- 
peasers within and strong men 
without. One of the highlights 
of “The Prime Minister” is the 
dinner scene at the Congress of 
Berlin in 1878 between Disraeli 
and Bismarck in which the Eng- 
lishman by wile and cleverness 
(and the ability to outdrink his 
adversary) achieves a diplomatic 
victory over Germany.

The brilliant screen biogra- 
phy was directed by Thorold 
Dickinson, Michael Hogan and 
Brock Williams wrote the screen 
play. Gielgud’s co-star in the 
film is the lovely Diana Wyn- 
yard. : 


Gielgud Does Authentic 
Portrayal of Disraeli 


Before he started his role of 
Disraeli in Warner Bros.’ “The 
Prime Minister,” now showing 
at the Strand Theatre, star John 
Gielgud journeyed to Liverpool 
to talk to Walter Benson, son of 
the long-time valet of the great 
Victorian statesman.
